A Great Victory. 


The Hindenburg line between Arras and 
St. Quentim has been breached decisively 
on a front of some ten miles, and an 
advance towards Cambrai has been tarried 
forward five miles—the deepest penetra- 
tion ever effected in a single day since 
the trench warfare on the western front 
began. This news from Sir Douglas Haig 
yesterday is as important as it is unex- 
pected. All our attention has recently 
been concentrated anxiously on the Italian 
front, where “General Diaz's forces still 
oppose a stubborn resistance to the enemy 
in the perilous struggle on the lines cover- 
ing Venice. We know that Allied rein- 
forcements, British and French, are being 
hurried into Italy in great strength, and 


reserves would involve at least a temporary 
interraption of the offensive in France 
and Flanders. It is now apparent, on the

On this occasion artillery pre- 
paration was foregone. Instead, tanks in 
large number were sent forward in ad- 
vance of ‘the infantry to break through 
the enemy’s wire entanglements and 
subdue their strong points and machine 
gun posts. This new tagtic was brilliantly 
successful, Pouring through ‘the breaches 


and, with the. co-operation of the tanks, 
pushed forward until the whole triple 
system of defences in the enormously 
strong Hindenburg line had been com- 
pletely mastered on ‘the main front of 
attack. The series of attacks fall into 
three parts. The main attack was de- 
livered in the centre of the front between 
Arras and: St. Quentin, straight towards 
Cambrai. Subsidiary attacks were simal- 
taneously delivered on the right and left. 
On the right, nearer St. Quentin, the 
enemy's positions were penettated east of 
Epéhy. On the left, nearer the Scearpe, 
Irish troops captured important sections 
of the Hindenburg line in the region of 
Bullecourt, where a lodgment in the line 
These gains 
the Irish troops maintained yesterday 
against heavy counter-attacks. 

The principal attack, however, was de- 
livered in the centre towards Cambrai on 
a front of some ten miles south of ‘the 
Bapaume-Cambrai road; and it was here 
that the Hindenburg line was decisively 
breached and a remarkably deep advance 
through the breach was effected, Apart from 
the very formidable-~ defences of the 
Hindenburg line which had first to be 
forced, the country over which the attack 
was carried is difficult. 
upland which drops gradually towards the 
plain of Cambrai. The front here formed a 
blunt right angle, the sides of which faced 
north amd east respectively. The advance 
from the first had to negotiate the obstacle 
of the River Exuette and then climb the 
heights beyond the valley. The advance 
from the second had similarly to negotiate 
the obstacle of the Nord Canal, parallel 
with which to the east runs the Escaut 
Canal, coming down from Cambrai and 
joining the Exuette at Marcoing. After 
the initial breach in the Hindenburg line 
all this complicated series of obstacles was 
successfully traversed. The advance was 
continued yesterday, despite heavy ccunter- 
attacks delivered by the reinforcements 
which the Germans had hurried up to 
repair the gap torn in their front. Its 
result up to the present is, briefly, a 
penetration of five miles which has carried 
our troops forward to the plain of Cambrai 
within ‘four miles from the outskirts of 
that town to the west, while to the south, 
though they, are. further from Cambrai, 
“they have turned its covering line of the 
Eévaut Canal. “Mhially and materially the 
blow to the enemy is very heavy. They 
have allowed themselves to be outwitted as 
well as outiought, and the famous Hinden- 
burg line which they deemed impregnable 
has snapped like a stick. They have sst 
at least eight thousand prisoners and a 
number of guna. Their hold of Cambrai, 
a great road junction vital to the main” 
tenance of their front, is urgently menaced. 
A breach so wide and deep has been 
effected that their utmost efforts may be 
unable to prevent the restoration of a 
war of movement. General Byng has wen 
a success which will resound throughout 
the western theatres of war. it will hearten 
the Italians, and confirm the faith of 
France and Great Britain in their ulti- 
mate attainment of that aim which M. 
Clemenceau defined yesterday in the 
simple and sufficient formula :—' My aim 
is to be victorious.” 


The trish Banks.

Oranges. 


The orange season is beginning, and 
the war news permits us to hope for, 
larger shipments of “ Jaffas.’’ « Perhaps, 
the Jaffa orange is the best orange grown 
in the eastern hemisphere. It is only. 
equalled by the Californian “seedless,” 
the seeds of which have been expelled 
from the .interior to a navel, or depres- 
sion, in “the rind. ‘The accounts from 
Palestine state that at Jaffa, which we 
have just taken, the troops “ regaled 
themselves on the oranges, which were 
plentiful.” It is only within the last 
twenty-five years that ''Jaffas ” 
been generally matketed in the United 
Kingdom ; indéed, the real orange groves 
of Jaffa are not more than fifty years old. 
They were planted by Americans of a reli- 
gious mission which went there about 
1860. “The mission met with all sorts of 
official repression by the Turks—so much 
go, that its members were half-starved 
while the groves were growing, and finally 
returned to the United States through the 
benevolence of a fellow-countryman. Ger- 
mans and Jews entered into. the fruits of 
years of labour, and in their hands the 
industry has remained up to the present. 
Jews have always had.a leaning to the

He thought that the ia compere 
of the amendment had not considered how far 
this principle would lead them into further 
trouble in Ireland. The amendment was really 
a scandalous absurdity. The right hon. gentle- 
man wonld profoundly misjudge public opition 
if he yielded to a vocal hysterical clamour, 
Christian people all over the country would be 
indignant when they learned that every 
‘criminal was to be allowed to have the vote, 
while Conscientious Objectors were to be dis 
franchised. We were fighting in order that 


~ civilisation should remain Christian civilisation, 


and according to Christian civilisation it was 
wrong to force the consciences of sincere people, 
and impose bh them duties which they be. 
lieved to be wrong. He desired that the State 
should always conform to the higher law. If 
not they ran a danger of becoining—as some 
Germans were-—idolate?s of the State. (Loud 
cheers.) 
Mr. RONALD M‘NEILL said that no other 
member could have made such a brilliant speech 
as. that of the noble lord, but it was rather 
away from the hum-drum question raised in the 
amendment. He could not follow the noble 
lord’s elevation of private judgment as to what 
was, or was not, the Divine law. This was no 
matter of religious persecution, or of penalising 
a certain section. It was merely a question of 
whether Conscientious Objeetors should be 
qualified to exercise the franchise. 
Sir J. E. PARROTT said that the House 
ought not to legislate against Conscientious 
Obyectors under the influence of strong emotion. 
The present Prime Minister was of military age 
in the Boer war, and if such a proposal as this 
had been carried at that time the right hon. 
gentleman would have lost his vote. 


MR. CHAMBERLAIN, 


Mr. CHAMBERLAIN said that the House 
could not be insensible of the great ublic 
service. which the Society of Friends had ren- 
dered tothe country. He felt the. difficulty of 
dealing with snch ‘people. (It was, however, 
unreasonable to suggest that because certain 
persons found themselves unable to fulfil the 
the obligation which the State most desired of 
them, and because, for that reason, they were 
deprived of the vote, therefore, such persons 
were entitled to regard themselves as 
martyrs. If every person who had not a vote 
were to be regarded as a martyr, there would 
be many martyrs in this country. He did not 
approach the matter from the point of view of 
Lord Hugh Cecil. He did not regard the vote 
as a birthright. He regarded it as a privilege 
and a trua ich they had a right to attach 
Maghair pá). le men could not give 
the assistance which the Siate most required, 
by what right couf@°thty claim to: judge the 
future of the country? He should vote for 
the principle of the amendment, and he under- 
stood that the movers were willing to accept a 
time limit. He thought, however, that there 
ought to be some form of words added, which 
would yet save the most striking cases that 
could be found of men who, though not fig ht- 
ing, were, like the Friends’ ambulances, taking 
all the risks of war, and were not 
shirking, or sheltering themselves behind their 
conscieutious pbjegtion. He hoped that the 
Government would fing words to carry out that 
view. 

Mr. LIEF JONES said that, in his view, this 
amendment was a monstrous injustice, having 
regard to the exemption given by the Military 
Service Act. 

Mr. ADAMSON said that the Labour party 
would vote. ‘aganst the amendment, and no 
modification of it would alter their attitude. 
‘While th met sympathise with con- 
&cientioús Of , they held that on the 
highest moral g@qumds.they ought pot to refuse 
to these objectors the same right that they 
claimed for themselves—the right to make their 
own choice on all these questions. Let the 
House beware that in their desire to punish 
these people they did not arouse serious indus 
trial trouble in the country. (Cheers.) He 
urged that the amendment should be with- 
drawn, or else defeated by an overwhelming 
mayority. 

Captain O’NEJLL said that the wording of 
dhe amendo ent must be materially altered if it 
were to bring about the result it was desired 
to attain. As now drawn, the amendment 
would primarily hit men such as the members 
of the Society of Friends, who were doing work 
of nuetional importance, theugh not technically 
of a nilitery character.

. That there had been little disposition to guarrel 
with the deeimion of the Government to leave 
the question an open one, having regard to 
the intensity of ae both inside and outside 
the House.

ATTENDANCE AT SECRET SESSIONS. 

Lord SOUTHWARK moved that, in order 
that each House of Parliament might have im- 
mediate knowledge at first hand of statements 
made in the other House in time of national 
emergency, it was desirable that the privilege of 
being present at debates, by long custom ac- 
corded by each House to the members of the 
other House, should not be withdrawn on the 
occasion of any secret sitting. i 

Earl CURZON said that this was not «4 
matter for the Government to decide or advise 
upon. The regulation of the procedure of each 
House obviousiy rested in its own hands. As an 
act of courtesy, extended to the other House, 
which sledeod only their own House, he re 
commended the acceptance of the resolution. 
Any question of reciprocal action on the part of 
the House of Commons was a matter for that 
House itself, and he had no right, on behalf of 
the Government, to make any statement on the 
matter. Secret sessions were of very rare oc- 
currence, and should only be heid on very 
special occasions. 

The Marquis of CREWE expressed agreement 
with the course suggested. 

The resolution was agreed to. 


AIR FORCE BILL. 


The Earl of CRAWFORD, in moving the 
second reading of the Air Force Bill, said that 
the bill created an Air Staff and an Air Force, 
making a distinct service, which, although 
closely and intimately connected with the Navy 
and the Army, would have its own ideals and 
personality. It would be governed and con- 
trolled in a manner specially devised to develop 
its great and incalculable resources. 

Viscount COWDRAY expressed his whole- 
hearted support of the bill, which was.the out- 
come of much anxious thought and preparation. 
If the air forces were to remain—which God 
forbid—as units only of the two great fighting 
forces, then the proposed legislation was not 
necessary. But if they agreed with him, that 
an independent Air Force was needed, and must 
be set up forthwith, with full, power, complete 
organisation, and equal in rank with the Navy 
and the Army, then they would approve of the 
bill. It was intended that the transfer to the 
new Air Force of the Royal Naval Air Service 
and the Royal Fiying Corps should be gradually 
effected, and he did not anticipate, due care 
being taken, that it was possible for any dis- 
organisation to occur during the transition 
period. The creation of the new Air Ministry 
would not affect the executive command, as at 
present exercised by Sir David Beatty and Sir 
David Henderson, for the Grand Fleet and the 
Expeditionary Force, respectively. As to the 
possibilities of the Air Force generally, he was 
firmly convinced that both our own expectations 
and those of our great Ally, America, would be 
more than fulfilled. 

Lord HALDANE, Iord ‘Tenterden, the 
Merquis of Salisbury, Ear! Russell, and Lord 
Erskine supported the second reading, 


FARL CURZON. 


Parl CURZON said that the bill was largely 
due to the activity of General Smuts, who was 
charged by the War Cabinet with the investi- 
gation of the problem, and had been in constant 
co-operation with Lord Cowdray. It was 
largely cue to the advice he ten. 
dered and the influence he had exer 
cised that the present arrangement had 
been arrived at. Lord Cowcray, whose 
severance cf his connection with the Air Board 
they all deeply deplored, had played a part im 
the development of the Air Service which they 
all recognised, and the fact that the Áir 
Ministry was now being set up by general con- 
sent was very largely due t him. (Hear, hear.) 
As to the increase in the production of aircraft 
during the past few monili:. he wished he could 
give the figures, but that would be giving in- 
formation to the enemy. Uo might say, how- 
ever, that the expansion bad been remarkable, 
and almost prodigious. With regard to the 
future, the figures of produetion they could con- 
template were such as would give us a sure con- 
fidence, not only as to our advantage, but as to 
our overwhelming superiority over the enemy. 
(Cheers.) As Lord Haldane had said, this was 
to be not only a war measure, but a post-war 
measure. Everyone must know that an efficient 
Air Service must become a permanent part of 
our material organisation. We should require 
an air force, not only for the purposes of the 
war, but as part of the permanent organisation 
of the material and mechanical resources of the 
country. The bill could only be worked success- 
fully by goodwill and co-operation. 

The bill was read a second time.

As a sequel to the proposal to appoint a 
Conciliation Board for Dublin, a fully-attended 
meeting, representative of employers and em- 
gored in the city, was held last evening in the 

ansion House, the Lord Mayor presiding. The 
employers’ representatives included nominees 
from the Dublin Chamber of Commerce, the 
Employers’ Federation, the Coal Merchants’ 
Assosiation, the Shipping Association, and the 
Master Printers’ Association; while on behalf 
of the employés there were seven delegates 
nominated hy the Dublin Trades Council. 

The Lord Mayor submitted to the m sa 
scheme which he had drafted, and after a dis- 
cussion it was decided that the scheme 
brought before the different organisations repre- 
sented and consi by them, the meetin 
being adjourned for a fortnight to allow of such 
consideration. 

TRADE DISPUTES IN THE CITY. 

In connection with the dispute in the Dublin 
printing trade, a conference of representatives 
was held at the Mansion House, Dublin, last 
evening, the Lord Mayor presiding. An offer 
on behalf of the masters was submitted to the 
men, and was. to be considered by the men’s 
organisation last night. The conference will 
meet again at the Mansion House at 12 o'clock 
noon to-day, under the presidency of the Lord 
Mayor. 

It is stated that the employés of the fish- 
mongers and poulterers of Dublin have sent in 
a demand for an increase from all firms of 15s. 
on the average weekly wages, double pay for 
casual and time workers, and a sixty hours’ 
week. A general meeting of carters will be held 
to-day to consider the employers’ offer in reply 
to their demand for an increase of 10s. a week 
and higher overtime rates, In connection with 
the dockers’ demand for a 10s. rise, a confer- 
ence between the Shipping Association and the 
Transport Workers’ Union will be held at the 
Mapsion House to-morrow. In the drapery 
trade it is stated that a settlement has n 
reached with two firms, who, it is understood, 
have granted increases from 4s. to 7s. 6d. 
The men remain at work in the other firms, 
but so far no terms have been arrived at. 

The intervention of the Lord Mayor has for 
a second time effected a settlement in the 
Dublin coal trade. A settlement was arrived 
at yesterday, and was ratified at a mass meet- 
ing of the men at the offices of the Transport 
Workers’ Union.

THE ANNUAL REPORT. 

The Principal, Rev. Kingsmill Moore, read 
the 3) purt for the session 1916-1917 

It sald that the year from the lat of September, 
1916, to Sist of Augest, 1917, had been one of diff- 
culty, bot that the difficulties arose from circum- 
stauces connected with the war; and as such they 
had been felt low as a discouragement than asa 
eall fer fresh effort. There were 10 students less than 
the normal 135, with a consequent loss in grants and 
fees. ~ The students in. residence, though admirable 
in personnel, were less strong than usual from an

Though neither the amount nor the con- 
ditions of the expected new grants were definitely 
known as yet, it was hoped that they would at

possible siepe to increase the supply of properly 
qualified candidates, male and female; (2) by be 
coming subacribers or collectors, in order te relieve 
the pressure caused by war and other exceptional 
circumstances 

Lord Londonderry said it was a great pleasure 
to find himself there under the presidency of the 
Archbishop of Dublin. His aequaimtance with 
His Grace was not of long standing; but he 
was inclined to feel that the Church had robbed 
the State of a very important character in 
guiding the affairs the nation; and as one 
whose traditions were so bound up with the 
political life of this country, and while others 
who were connected with the Church stood 
aloof somewhat from them, who were engaged 
in a profession not nearly so honourable, he was 
sure that he wished they had the advantage of 
His Grace in the polities] world rather than in 
the carrying on of the effairs of the Church. 
(Applause.) It did seem unfortunate that edu- 
cation, probably the most important item in 
the national p me, should seem to be so 
illiberally treated. Now that we were in the 
throes of the greatest world-wide upbeaval, the 
difficulties were increased, and everything 
tended to make those difficulties get heavier as 
they went on from day to day. This was, in- 
deed, the most honourable profession to which 
anyone could decide to devote his mind. 
Teachers had the knowledge that in their hands 
was the moulding of the future life of the 
country. (Applause.) 

The Archbishop of Dublin seconded the re- 
solution. Reviewing the financial position, he 
said that the State was willing to use their 
funds, secular and religious, to support them 
by granis, thet they might have the advan 
of managing the training colleges, and so mou 
ing the minds of the teachers of the future. The 
training colleges were quite safe; bat the train- 
ing colleges, as at present managed, were not 
quite safe. So every Irishman and Irishwoman 
should make some sacrifices for the cause.
